The effectiveness of Special Empha- 
sis Projects in shoring up compara- 
tive soft spots in the Holstein pic- 
ture has been demonstrated repeated- 
ly over the years. Four such projects 
were recommended to state and coun- 
ty Holstein organizations in 1959. 

“Merchandising Registered Hol- 
stein Cattle” was the first of these. 
Designed primarily to help prospec- 
tive buyers locate suitable seed stock, 
this project was built around the sug- 
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gestion that each organized group ap- 
point a Sales Representative. 

By the end of the year, 139 Sales 
Representatives had been designated 
by 126 Holstein organizations. A com- 
plete listing was used in Association 
advertising and made available to all 
dairymen requesting Registered Hol- 
stein information. In addition, each 
Sales Representative was made aware 
of his position and_ responsibility 
through a 10-point program setting 
forth the operating principles and pol- 
icies for Sales Representatives of Reg- 
istered Holstein Organizations. 

This project fills a very real need— 
from the standpoint of both buyer 
and seller — in many dairy areas. It 
is expected that the idea will continue 
to spread and that the Sales Repre- 
sentative will become an increasingly 
important figure in building “New 
Buyer” numbers. 

Long range in nature was a pro- 
ject calling for “Continued Coopera- 
tion with Artificial Breeding Asso- 
ciations.” With artificial breeding ac- 
counting for approximately half of 
ali Holsteins registered each year, the 
enthusiastic response to this plan of 
supplying official type and produc- 
tion data to cooperating studs is read- 
ily understandable.

Members of the 
field force incorporated much of this 
same information into their meeting 
presentations. 


ADVERTISING AND PROMOTION 
Domestic Advertising 

Association advertising was again 
carried out in two major campaigns— 
each with a distinct theme and ob- 
jective. 

The larger of the two was designed 
to interest commercial dairymen — 
primarily those with grade Holstein 
herds—in the many advantages of 
Registered Holsteins. Of equal impor- 
tance was an internal campaign beam- 
ed at established Holstein breeders. 

“Fit the Farm . Fit the Market” 
remained the theme of the external 


program.

For the third year, the external pro- 
gram was supplemented by advertis- 
ing in the milk processing and dis- 
tribution press. This program is dis- 
cussed in the “Milk Marketing” sec- 
tion of this report. 

The internal campaign, meanwhile, 
was built around advertisements pin- 
pointing the role of various Associa- 
tion programs in “Making the Certifi- 
cate of Registry Mean More.” These 
appeared regularly in the Holstein- 
Friesian World and in all recegnized 
state and regional Holstein publica- 
tions. 


Supplementing this program were 
six half-pages of advertising in A. I. 
Digest — official organ of the Na- 
tional Association of Artificial Breed- 
ers. Copy was geared to focus atten- 
tion on the important role of official 
type and production data in success- 
ful sire selection. 


Publications 


Perhaps no single phase of the Ex- 
tension program reflects the steady 
expansion of the Registered Holstein 
industry as graphically as the distri- 


bution of Association publications. 
During 1959, a total of 424,442 pieces 
of printed literature were distributed 
to people requesting Holstein informa- 
tion. Not included in this record total 
were 125,244 additional publications 
sent to 19,165 New Buyers of Regis- 
tered Holsteins. 


New publications, for the most part, 
were beamed at increasing the effec- 
tiveness of organized Holstein groups 
at the state and local levels. The set 
of nine brochures introduced in 1958 
was expanded to include “Milk Mar- 
keting Facts” and “Put Your Neigh- 
bor in the Registered Holstein Pic- 
ture.” 

Also augmenting the series was a 
brochure entitled “A. I. Technicians’

This im 
mense steer weighed 4,700 pounds in his 
prime. At the time of his slaughter he 
weighed 4,628 pounds on the hoof and 
dressed out a weighing 2,91] 
pounds to give a 62.9 per cent dressing 
efficiency. He was bought, slaughtered 
and the meat retailed by A. M. Richards 
at Bellows Falls, Vt., in 1910. “Mack” 
and his teammate Teddy held the 
world’s record for draft oxen after they 
pulled a load of 11,284 pounds at a 
Brattleboro, Vt., fair 

The second largest steer on 
was ‘Jerry,” also a Holstein owned by J 
D. Avery more than 30 years ago. He 
weighed 4,365 pounds at maturity and 
was slaughtered in 1904.

The Karl Ehmer Stock Farm, lo- 
cated in LaGrangeville in southeast- 
ern New York, is quite an operation 
and an enjoyable place to visit. As 
the name indicates, the farm is owned 
by Karl Ehmer, a retailer of choice 
meats, who operates some 22 stores 
throughout the New York City area. 


The farm, along with a small group 
of cattle, was purchased in 1953, and 
since that time has undergone a num- 
ber of changes. Starting with the pur- 
chase of a number of registered bred 
heifers from local breeders, the herd 
has grown to its present size of nearly 


200 head of Holsteins, 


including 
about 90 of milking age. 


Part of the main barn has been 
remodeled, stanchions have replaced 
the old chain tie stalls in half of the 
barn, and plans have been made to 
convert the remainder in the near 


future. Because of the herd’s increase, 
barn built last year to 
house the dry stock and calves. Pens 
in this new barn show a great deal of 
workmanship and were constructed 
from lumber cut right on the farm. 
Recently, a new farm was purchased, 
bringing the total number of acres op- 
erated to 550, including some rented 
land. The grains fed are home- 
grown and surpluses are transferred 
to the Hog Department, which each 
year raises and slaughters 2,000 hogs 
as part of the Ehmer Meat business.

Since 1959 was an “off year” for 
many state legislatures, there was lit- 
tle legislative action or debate rela- 
tive to milk marketing matters. Most 
notable exceptions — from a Holstein 
point of view — were the introduction 
of milk standardization bills in both 
New Hampshire and New York. 

Although neither bill passed, it is 
significant to note that both contain- 
ed provisions for the fortification of 
fluid milk with non-fat milk solids. 
Increasing interest in projects of this 
kind the country over seemingly holds. 
the key to greatly accelerated breed 
progress in the future. 

Of a more immediate nature was 
the continuation of Association ad- 
vertising beamed at milk processors 
and distributors. This campaign in- 
cluded four full-page advertisements 
in American Milk Review and Milk 
Plant Monthly. 

This campaign, launched in 1957, 
does not represent a change in the 
basic policy that “it is not the func- 
tion of the Association to promote 
the sale of breed milk as such.” In- 
stead it provides a very effective 
means of emphasizing the role of the 
Black and White Cow as the backbone 
of commercial milk production under 
present-day conditions.

any other area its size in the world. 
\fter spending three days there, | 
do not doubt the authenticity of the 
report. We ended our visit in this 
area with a very enjoyable meeting 
with some of the breeders and their 
wives. In a general discussion, the 
topic centered around type and classi- 
fication. 

The climate being very mild, dairy 
ing in New Zealand is devoted al- 
most entirely to grassland farming 
with cows being kept on_ pasture 
throughout the year. In the winter 
months, June, July and August, the 
pasture is supplemented by the feed- 
ing of some alfalfa or grass hay but 
mostly by grass silage. 

If silage is cut with an ensilage 
harvester it is usually stored in trench 
silos. Another method — used by the 
majority — is to cut with a mower 
and with the use of a buck rake 
mounted on ‘tthe rear of the tractor 
the grass is piled in large ricks above 
the ground. In neither case are any 
preservatives used. Little, and in most 
instances no grain is fed. In fact, 
on none of the farms I visited was any 
grain feeding done. 

It is estimated that approximately 
90% of the total milk production is 
used in the manufacture of butter, 
cheese and dried milk for export. Pro- 
ducers of this type of milk are known 
as seasonal 


producers, freshening

their herds in early spring, taking 
full advantage of the lush spring and 
summer pastures and drying them off 
in the winter when pasture is short. 

With this type of dairying I ques 
tion very seriously whether their low 
cost of production can be matched by 
any other country. 

The size of the average farm is 
from 100 to 120 acres, on which are 
kept from 60 to 75 cows in the milk 
ing herd, plus the normal increase 
from this size herd 

\ program of pasture rotation is 
followed religiously, the pastures be 
ing divided into 4 to 8 acre paddocks, 
depending on the size of the herd. 
This is usually done by the use ol 
electric wire, and in some instances, 
with a carefully trimmed hedge which 
makes a very picturesque scene. 

There are usually enough paddocks 
so that each is pastured only once 
every two or three weeks. These pas- 
tures consist almost entirely of rve 
erass and white clover. Generally 300 
lbs. of phosphate per acre is applied 
yearly. 

The Friesians, as they are known 
here, make up. only 15% of the total

In December of my last year in col- 
lege, the senior livestock students 
went to Chicago with Prof. Shaw in 
charge to attend the International 
Livestock Exposition at the Union 
Stock Yards. The Exposition was just 
in its third year, having started in 
1900, but was a great show and soon 
came to rank as one of the greatest 
livestock shows in the world. I had 
been at the World’s Columbian Ex- 
position in Chicago in 1893 with my 
parents, but most of the sixteen boys 
in our group had never seen Chicago 
and we took in the sights of the great 
city as well as the livestock show. My 
buddy on the trip was Joe Palmer, 
several years older and much bolder 
than I. His father was in the horse 
business and nothing disturbed him 
at all. We went down town the first 
evening and saw “Faust” then back to 
the Yards the old “Transit 
House” where we tried to get a room 
but the night clerk told us they were 
sold out.

during my first visit to the Interna- 
tional Livestock Exposition, but there- 
after for many years I attended regu- 
larly in charge of students in the 
livestock courses; in fact I have been 
there nearly every year since that 
time.

My last year in college was the 
most enjoyable, though I had to work 
hard to keep up with the extra heavy 
schedule I was carrying to make it 
in three years. I had become better 
acquainted with students and faculty 
and had made many friends, but 
when June came with graduation and 
farewell to student days I was glad to 
go back home to the farm. It was a 
busy time with haying and _ harvest 
and I was soon back in the old rou- 
tine and felt that would be my life. 
Then, one hot day when I was run- 
ning the binder, my mother came out 
to the field with a pitcher of lemon- 
ade and a letter. Professor Shaw want- 
ed me to come back to college in 
September to be his assistant. He said 
I would learn more in one year in 
that capacity than I had learned dur- 
ing my entire college course. I would 
be expected to teach beginning 
courses in animal husbandry with 
freshmen classes and help look after 
the college livestock. I had never 
taught anything, not even a class in 
Sunday School which I had attended 
regularly until I went away to col- 
lege. I was greatly pleased at his ex- 
pression of confidence in offering me 
the job, but I was appalled at the 
idea of trying to teach anything to 
anyone. 


The folks were in favor and per- 
suaded me to try it for a year. After 


all I was only 19 and this would be 
good experience and then I could 
come back for good. And so, I went 
back to college in September. There 
were only five of us in the Agricul- 
tural Department that year; Prof. Jef- 
frey, Head of Soils and Crops with 
one assistant; Mr. Michels in charge 
of the Dairy; Prof. Shaw and myself. 
It was great adventure for me, and 
rather frightening. I well remember 
my first class in “Study of Breeds”, a 
freshman course for all “Ag,” students. 
I took the roll, showed them the text- 
book edited by Thomas Shaw, Prof. 
Robert Shaw’s father, assigned the 
lesson for the next day and dismissed 
the class. It took only a few minutes, 
but was one of the hardest day’s work 
I ever remember. Some days we had 
lecture and quiz, other days we went 
to the barn which was next door and 
worked with specimens of the differ- 
ent breeds represented in the college 


herds. I got used to it but I never 
reached the place where I enjoyed 
teaching, and I doubt if anyone who 
disliked teaching as much as I did 
could ever become a first class in- 
structor. I liked the association with 
the students and formed many friend- 
ships that have lasted through the 
years. 

Early that fall as Shaw’s assistant I 
went to Lansing to get some shovels, 
baskets and other equipment for the 
barns and was told to go to Norton’s 
Hardware and have the stuff charged 
to the Farm Department as it was 
called at the time. The proprietor, old 
Charlie Norton, was a great hand to 
swear even when he was selling a 
stove to a lady customer but was a 
man of the highest integrity. He 
waited on me and when I had selected 
the things I had on my list, I told 
him to have them delivered to the 
college and charged to the college ac- 
count. “What is your name” he asked. 
I told him Norton. “Where do you 
come from?” Howell in Livingston 
County. “Well, I guess you are no 
relation of mine, but if your name is 
Norton, you're all right, Goddam you, 
I never saw one ‘that wasn’t.”

establish a 
as a practical course in 
slaughtering for students going back 
to the farm and as a final course in 
judging for the senior livestock stud- 
ents, and he arranged to send me to 
the University of Minnesota for a 
course in that line and I went direct 
from the Chicago International in De- 
cember 1903. I took the work with 
W. H. Tombhave, who later served for 
many years as secretary of the Ameri- 
can Aberdeen Angus Association and 
while there I lived with Bob Tyson 
and Tom Patterson, students in ani- 
mal Husbandry, who had fed and 
handled Clear Lake Jute 2nd, the An- 
gus steer that awarded grand 
championship honors at the Interna- 
tional at Chicago that year. Tyson 
was associated with the Quaker Oats 
Company for many years, and Patter- 
after several years as Instructor 
in Animal Husbandry there at the 
College, took charge of the famous 
Hereford herd of Colonel Taylor ot 
Kentucky, well known as the maker of 
“Old Taylor” brand of Bourdon whis- 
key.

I enjoyed my stay at Minnesota im- 
mensely, and went back to establish 
course in meat work at M. A. C. The 
freshman livestock classes were 
large for anything but lectures and 
demonstrations, but the senior live- 
stock men came to class with overalls 
and rubber boots and went through 


too 
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the whole process from start to fin- 
ish. We bought three steers of each 
of the five market grades, “prime”, 
“choice,” “good,” medium and “com- 
mon” through Clay Robinson & Co. 
at the Chicago yards and _ used 
them to acquaint them with the mar- 
ket grades used in the daily quota- 
tions from the Chicago livestock mar- 
ket. The students judged the animals 
alive, slaughtered and dressed them 
out, keeping careful slaughter rec- 
ords, then judged them in the car- 
cass, and finally cut them up into the 
wholesale cuts, keeping block records, 
and judged the cuts. It was an inter- 
esting class and most of the boys 
liked it even though it was a dirty 
job. There was a faculty ban on 
smoking on the campus and in class 
rooms, but it was waived in _ this 
course and we had a lot of fun.

which the new building is to be erect- 
ed, some land and a small building 
to be used for storage. Increased 
mechanization has as a by-product in- 
creased storage requirements. 

Fees from registrations and trans 
fers have over the years been the 
financial life blood of our Association. 
Certain of our breed improvement 
programs have been operated at sub- 
stantial losses even when only their 
direct cost to the Association was 
charged and inequities have existed 
in the charges as between different 
breed improvement programs. This 
has led the Committee to recommend 
that the fees in our breed improve- 
ment programs be designed, insofar as 
reasonably prudent, to cover the di- 
rect cost for the operation of those 
programs.

ITALY’S FIRST HOLSTEINS 
Editor, 

Looking through the February 27 
issue of the World I note on page 49 
the picture taken at the International 
Fair in Italy showing Professor Cin- 
cenzo De Carolis being pointed out 
as the first Italian to import an Amer- 
ican bull for use on dairy cattle in 
Italy. This is not quite correct. 

Professor De Carolis did come to 
Carnation in 1937 and purchase 11 
bulls and three heifers for use in 
Italy and he has been a staunch sup- 
porter of Carnation cattle for many, 
many years The first importation of 
American cattle into Italy, however, 
was made in 1929 by Dr. A. Albertini 
of the famous farm Bonifica Di Torre 
In Pietra of Rome, Italy, when three 
bulls and four heifers were purchased. 

Included in this shipment was the 
bull Carnation Producer, a son of 
Sir Inka Superior Segis out of Carna- 
tion Prospect Parthenea who, I be- 
lieve, at the time was world’s cham- 
pion milk producer in the jr. 3-year- 
old 4X division with a 365-day record 
of 30,365.8 Ibs. milk, 924.3 Ibs. fat. 
This cow, in turn, was a daughter of 
Carnation Segis Prospect, a son of the 
former world milk champion, Segis 
Pietertje Prospect. Carnation Segis 
Prospect himself was sold in one of 
the Brentwood sales for $27,100. He 
was later repurchased and used here 
in the Carnation herd where he sired 
a former U. S. fat champion, Carna- 
tion Prospect Ormsby Gluck, in 1934, 
I believe. 

Carnation Segis Prospect was later 
sold to the farm Explotacion Agri- 
cola Ventosilla S. A., Aranda De 
Duero, Spain, where he founded quite 
a herd of cattle. I had the privilege 
of visiting this latter herd, also Bon- 
ifica Di Torre In Pietra, on my recent 
trip. Both herds are going strong. 
The Ventosilla herd in Spain con 
sists of over 300 head of milking cows, 
all descendants of Carnation Segis 
Prospect, and it is probably the most 
prominent herd in Spain at the pres- 
ent time. 

The herd at Di Torre In Pietra at 
Rome, Italy, has 750 head of produc- 
ing cows with an actual herd average 
of over 12,000 Ibs. milk, all of which 
descend from Carnation Producer. 
The herd was originally started with 
Dutch cattle but with the exception 
of one Canadian bull nothing but 
American bulls or descendants of Car- 
nation Producer have been used in 
the herd since 1929. 

Incidentally, Carnation Producer 
had four different daughters whose

This is in connection with your edi- 
torial in the April 9th issue, “Soft 
Drink Makers Make Hay at Political

editors of the Holstein World as well 
relative to the promotion and sale of 
milk and milk products.

9,000 VS 25,000 POUNDS 
Editor, 

Have just read with interest the 
article of Mr. William L. Murdock of 
Reidsville, N. C., in the April 23rd 
issue of the World, in which he states 
he prefers a 9,000 Ib. milk heifer to a 
25,000 lb. milk heifer. 

Being a practical dairyman, whose 
milk check decides how I eat and 
live, I fail to see the wisdom in Mr. 
Murdock’s remarks when you figure 
the value of 9,000 Ibs. milk with 400 
Ibs. fat against the value of 25,000 
lbs. milk with 1,000 Ibs. fat. Using my 
milk market figures of an average of 
$4.00 cwt for 3.5% milk would be 
$419.50 against $1,075 or a difference 
of $555.50 or roughly the cost of rais- 
ing two heifers to calving age. (Either 
the 9,000 Ib. kind or the 25,000 Ib. 
kind.) 

Having been fortunate enough to 
have raised a 25,000 lbs. plus heifer 
and also the misfortune of raising 
some 9,000 lb. heifers, I certainly will 
take all the 25,000 Ibs. heifers God 
will give me. Especially in these times 
of high cost and narrow margins in 
the Dairy business. 


I would like to also discount the 
old theory that a slow starting heifer 
makes the better cow, for in my ex- 
perience the two year old heifer that 
is big enough and hungry enough 
and alert enough and has the ability 
to produce 25,000 Ibs. of milk in- 
variably develops into the kind of 
cow that has made the Holstein cow 
popular today. 

In closing I feel the 25,000 lb. heif- 
er is the Mortgage paying kind and 
the 9,000 lb. the Tax Deduction kind 
or the kind most of us can not afford 
to keep.
